A TURKISH  COUNTERFEIT 


by  I.  C.  G.  Campoell,  Consultant,  Numismatics, 
University  of  Nebraska  State  Museum 


I have  an  interesting  counterfeit  100  kurus  of  193^-  with  the  bust 
of  Ataturk.  Its  diameter  is  29*75  mm,  as  opposed  to  29. 5 of  the 
genuine  pieces.  Its  weight  is  12.25  grams,  as  opposed  to  11. 96  - 
12.04  grams  of  the  genuine.  I have  not  taken  its  specific  gravity 
because  of  the  curious  inscription  painted,  or  stained,  on  the  ob- 
verse across  the  base  of  the  bust.  Until  the  coin  is  examined  clear- 
ly, it  looks  simply  like  a brown  tarnish  which  is  to  be  found  on 
other  parts  of  the  coin  as  well.  This  was  spotted  by  Bill  Holberton 
who  read  the  old  Turkish  caligraphy  as  follows: 


"Aze  Nasah  Fe...." 

(May  his  victory  be  glorious  in....) 


The  only  clear  variation  to  the  naked  eye  seems  to  lie  in  the  "T.C." 
around  the  rim. 


I had  this  coin  in  my  possession  wnen  I came  to  the  States  in  194-7 
(I  know  this  from  the  CW57  catalogue  number,  put  on  in  the  winter 
of  1947/8)  but  I cannot  tell  how  long  I had  had  it.  Certainly  since 
before  World  War  II,  probably  since  the  1 Lira  piece  replaced  it 
(y82  or  Y & K No.  31) . These  two  did  circulate  side  by  side  for  a 
wnile  to  the  best  of  my  memory.  It  has  been  suggested  that  this 
may  have  been  a contemporary  forgery,  for  use  in  Eastern Turkey,  be- 
cause there  was  some  shortage  there,  at  the  time,  of  the  metal 
coinage. 

If  any  of  our  readers  has  any  comments  on  this  rather  unusual  piece 
(remember  the  old  script  had  been  outlawed  in  1923),  I would  be  glad 
to  hear  from  them.

A GUIDE  TO  THE 
READING  OF  ANCIENT 


INDIAN  COIN  LEGENDS 

by  John  S.  Deyell,  Madison,  Wisconsin,  NI  #1219 
PART  II  BRAHMI 


Brahmi  is  the  script  most  commonly  encountered  on  the  coins  of  ancient 
India.  Major  coinage  series  using  the  Brahmi  script  were  the  monarchial, 
tribal,  city,  and  guild  coins  of  North  India  during  the  period  200  B.C. 
to  300  A.D.,  as  well  as  the  coins  of  the  Satavahana  (Andhra),  Ksatrapa 
(Western  Satraps),  Gupta  and  lesser  dynasties. 

The  inscriptional  use  of  Brahmi  predated  its  earliest  occurrence  on 
coins,  for  it  was  the  script  of  the  pillar  and  rock  proclamations  of 
the  renowned  emperor  Asoka  of  the  Mauryan  dynasty  (ca.  272-236  B.C.). 

It  became  the  normal  means  of  expressing  the  Sanskrit  language  in 
written  form,  and  consequently  was  accepted  as  the  proper  script  for 
all  kinds  of  official  documents  in  North  India  and  the  Deccan.  Grad- 
ually evolving  from  simple  geometric  letter  shapes  (3rd  century  B.C.) 
to  more  sophisticated  forms  (6th  century  A.D.),  Brahmi  eventually 
served  as  the  prototype  for  a dozen  or  so  distinctive  regional  Indian 
alphabets  of  the  medieval  and  modem  periods. 

While  Brahmi  was  contemporaneous  with  Kharosthi,  and  shared  some  of 
its  characteristics,  there  were  important  differences  between  the  two. 
Unlike  Kharosthi,  Brahmi  read  from  left  to  right  (and  even,  on  the 
Gupta  coins,  from  top  to  bottom).  Also,  Brahmi  had  letters  peculiar 
to  Sanskrit,  not  found  in  Kharosthi  which  was  generally  used  to  write 
the  less  formal  Prakrit  or  common  language. 

A notable  similarity  between  the  two  was  the  inherent  vowel  following 
each  consonant.  This  is  shown  in  the  table  below.  The  table  uses  the 
traditional  Indian  arrangement  of  the  alphabet.  Phonetic  values  indi- 
cated by  conventional  Roman  letters  are  the  same  in  all  cases  as  those 
shown  in  the  script  table  in  Part  I of  this  series  (NIB  Vol.  10  No.  9). 
New  letters  are  "a"  (as  in  father),  "I"  (as  in  feet) , "u"  (as  in  boot) , 
"r"  (as  in  rhythm) , "1"  (as  in  lift) , "ai"  (as  in  island),  "au"  (as  in 
out) , and  "ah"  (a  terminal  aspiration).  It  should  be  remembered  that 
"ca"  is  pronounced  as  in  chuck,  "cha"  is  an  aspirated  "ca",  and  the 
letters  "sa"  and  "sa"  are  both  pronounced  as  in  shut.

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While  the  vowel  strokes  axe  generally  the  same  for  all  consonants,  you 
will  have  to  familiarize  yourself  with  the  particular  position  on  each 
letter  where  the  vowel  signs  are  attached.  The  same  is  true  of  the 
"ra"  sound,  which  is  added  to  other  consonants  as  a prefix:  (rka) , 

X,  (rta) , if  (rma) , or  a suffix:  j-  (kra) , ^ (tra) , 3 (pra) . When  the 
inherent  vowel  is  not  wanted  between  letters,  the  letters  are  stacked 
to  indicate  a conjunct  letter.

As  in  Part  I,  the  genitive  case  of  the  nouns  has  been  translated  into 
nominative  in  English  for  the  sake  of  clarity.  Where  the  coin  legend 
could  not  be  inspected  in  photographs,  or  is  a conjectural  reconstruc- 
tion, it  is  bracketed  (thusly) , Many  of  these  readings  are  subject  to 
disagreement  even  among  advanced  scholars,  and  should  be  regarded  as 
probable  rather  than  certain.

The  legends  of  the  Satavahana  coins  are  seldom  complete,  and  the  final 
resolution  of  the  dynastic  list  is  the  subject  of  continuing  contro- 
versy. The  following  names,  shorn  of  titles  (for  which  see  the  glossary), 
probably  refer  to  a dozen  different  kings,  although  a duplication  is 
not  unlikely.  Satavahana  royal  names,  as  with  their  contemporaries  the 
Western  Ksatrapas,  often  consist  of  a patronymic  (father's  name,  dis- 
tinguished by  the  suffix  putrasa  = "son  of")  and  a personal  name.

The  silver  drammas  of  the  Saka  Satraps  of  Malwa  and  Gujarat  are  parti- 
cularly rewarding.  The  coins  are  of  regular  format,  clearly  inscribed, 
and  are  dated.  The  use  of  patronymics  in  addition  to  personal  names 
was  the  rule  for  all  coin  issuers  except  usurpers.  Towards  the  end  of 
the  reign  of  a Mahaksatrapa  (Great  Satrap) , the  heir-apparent  was 
permitted  to  issue  coins  with  his  title  of  Ksatrapa  (Satrap) .

SWASTIKA  COUNTERSTAMP  ON  AUSTRIAN  COINS 
by  Luther  Noss,  New  Haven,  Conn.,  NI  #1276 


The  xerox  photo  (with  apologies  for  darkness)  to 
the  left  is  of  a coin  I picked  up  while  studying 
in  Vienna  from  1932  to  1934.  I simply  found  it 
in  my  pocket  change  one  day  and  was  astonished  to 
discover  the  swastika  very  neatly  and  skillfully 
stamped  on  the  hat. 

I learned  later  that  the  Austrian  Nazis,  at  that 
Austria  Y63  time  an  outlawed  underground  group,  were  making 
a regular  practice  of  such  mutilation,  knowing 
full  well  that  the  coins  would  then  have  to  be  declared  illegal  and 
withdrawn  from  circulation.  It  was  a devilish  way  of  causing  a 
nuisance  and  it  succeeded  to  a point.  I have  never  seen  any  refer- 
ence to  them  since,  and  I would  appreciate  any  information  you  might 
have  about  them.  I am  particularly  curious  to  know  how  the  numis- 
matic value  of  a coin  is  affected  by  such  doings.  (Readers  are

One  pottery  contained  Hungarian  small 
silver  coins,  while  the  other  contained  Polish  small  silver 
coins,  with  a weight  totalling  4 kilograms.  The  coins  were 
minted  during  the  16th  century.  The  find  has  been  moved  to 
the  Town-Museum  of  Adam  Balogh  in  Szekszard. 
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THE  COINS  & HISTORY  OF 
THE  BRITISH  OCCUPATION 
OF  JAVA  DURING  THE 
NAPOLEONIC  WARS

Between  the  years  l8ll  and  l8l6  the  British  East  India  Company  con- 
trolled the  Dutch  colony  of  Java.  During  their  5 year  stay,  the 
British  issued  a series  of  coins.  This  series  contained  a Tin  Doit, 
Copper  Doit,  l/2  and  1 Stuiver  pieces.  Silver  1/2  and  1 Rupees  and 
a Gold  l/2  Rupee.  To  understand  the  British  occupation  of  this  is- 
land, we  have  to  go  back  to  179bJ  to  the  other  side  of  the  world. 

Early  in  that  year  (1795)  the  French  troops  of  General  Jourdan  cross 
ed  the  rivers  of  the  Dutch  border,  and  occupied  the  country.  At  the 
same  time,  the  Dutch  overthrew  the  Prince  of  Orange,  declared  a Re- 
public and  took  sides  with  the  French  against  the  British. 

From  his  exile  in  England,  the  Prince  of  Orange,  in  his  hereditary 
post  of  Director-General  of  the  (Dutch)  East  India  Company,  command- 
ed his  governors  all  over  the  world  to  surrender  their  posts  to  the 
British.  The  prince  claimed  that  they  (the  British)  had  promised 
to  return  the  colonies  once  he  was  returned  to  his  throne.  The 
Dutch  colony  Batavia,  on  the  island  of  Java,  decided  to  follow  a 
middle  course.  While  these  colonists  had  no  wish  to  hand  control 
over  to  the  British,  neither  did  they  have  any  love  for  the  French 
slogan  "Liberty,  Equality,  Fraternity".  They  were  afraid  that  the 
ideas  behind  the  slogan  would  interfere  with  their  profits. 

Meanwhile,  back  in  Europe,  the  Republic  decided  not  to  renew  the 
Company's  charter  when  it  ran  out.  Early  in  1796  the  Batave  Repub- 
lic (as  Holland  called  itself)  became  the  owner  of  a vast  colonial 
empire  for  the  sum  of  13^  million  guilders  (which  was  the  DEI  CO. 
indebtedness) . 

The  empire  that  was  controlled  by  the  Republic  was  not  that  of  the 
old  company.  This  was  because  the  British  had  occupied  everything 
but  Java  and  a few  small  islands.  Java  was  not  taken,  not  because 
of  its  great  strength,  but  because  of  its  weakness.  With  much 
larger  French  and  Spanish  forces  almost  encircling  India,  the  Brit- 
ish had  more  important  problems  to  face.  To  make  themselves  sure  of 
Java's  remaining  on  the  defensive,  the  British  destroyed  all  the 
Dutch  warships  they  could  find  and  burned  the  repair  yards. 

In  1802  peace  was  declared  and  except  for  Ceylon,  the  British  return 
ed  all  the  conquered  colonies  to  the  Dutch.  Within  a year  war  broke 
out  again  and  the  British  quickly  reoccupied  the  Dutch  colonies, 
which  had  just  been  returned.  Java  was  again  not  bothered,  because 
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of  the  need  of  British  forces  elsewhere.  To  keep  from  provoking 
the  British  into  attacking,  the  Dutch  gave  no  active  support  to  the 
French.  A French  general  and  his  staff  were  refused  access  to  Java; 
being  told  that  he  did  not  have  the  proper  papers  from  home.  This 
was  done  actually  for  the  reason  given  before  - so  as  not  to  pro- 
voke the  British.  The  war  had  at  least  one  good  result  for  Java, 
in  that  with  the  poor  Britisn  blockade  and  troubles  elsewhere,  the 
Java  colonists  could  not  grow  enough  coffee,  cloves,  pepper  and 
nutmeg  to  supply  the  world. 

Napoleon  decided  in  1807  to  put  his  brother,  Louis,  on  the  (new) 
throne  of  the  Kingdom  of  Holland.  This  had  the  effect  of  having  a 
military  man,  Herman  W.  Daendels,  being  made  Governor-General.  Ar- 
riving in  1808  in  the  colony,  Daendels  set  to  work  with  a vengeance 
on  making  the  colony  able  to  resist  attack,  and  reforming  the  ad- 
ministration. Militarily  he  build  new  forts,  povider  and  gun  factor- 
ies and  coastal  batteries.  Since  the  British  controlled  the  seas, 
Daendels  built  a highway  across  the  island. 

All  this  activity  had  the  effect  of  making  the  British  start  formul- 
ating plans  to  attack  and  take  the  colony.  When  in  l8l0  Napoleon 
deposed  his  brother  and  annexed  the  Netherlands  to  France,  the  Brit- 
ish decided  that  it  was  time  to  move.  Napoleon  decided  at  the  same 
time  to  replace  Daendels  and  sent  Jan  W.  Janssens,  who  had  surrender- 
ed the  Cape  Colony  to  the  British. 

On  August  3rd,  l8ll  the  British  arrived  at  Batavia  with  12,000  sol- 
diers in  almost  100  transports.  On  September  l8th,  l8ll  the  sur- 
render was  signed,  Java  became  a colony  of  the  British.  As 
Lieutenant-Governor  the  Britisn  appointed  Thomas  Raffles  (who  later 
gained  fame  as  the  founder  of  Singapore).  He  revised  the  treaties 
between  the  colony  and  the  native  princes;  reorganized  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  colony  and  attempted  to  reform  the  tax  system  of  the 
colony.  In  1815  Raffles  was  recalled  from  Java  and  went  into  history. 

Back  in  Europe  (in  late  1813)  the  Battle  of  Leipzig  was  fought  and 
the  Dutch  revolted  against  France.  The  Prince  of  Orange  returned 
and  in  1815  became  the  King  of  the  United  Netherlands.  The  new 
nation  and  Britain  signed  a treaty  that  returned  all  of  the  Dutch 
colonies,  except  the  Cape  Colony  (Africa)  and  Demarara  (South  Amer- 
ica) . 

In  1816  on  August  19th,  the  Dutch  flag  was  again  waving  over  Java's 
capital,  Batavia. 

During  their  occupation  of  the  island  of  Java,  the  British  issued  7 
major  types  of  coins,  that  were  all  locally  struck.  The  British 
used  the  Dutch  doit  system,  but  tied  it  in  with  the  rupee,  with  2 
doits  = l/2  stuiver,  2 half-stuivers  = 1 stuiver,  30  stuivers  = 1 
Java  silver  rupee,  and  16  Java  silver  rupees  = 1 Java  gold  rupee. 

As  stated  earlier,  the  major  types  are  a Tin  Doit,  Copper  Doit,  l/2 
and  1 Stuiver,  silver  l/2  and  1 Rupees,  and  a gold  l/2  Rupee. 

The  Tin  Doit  was  of  pure  Java  Tin  and  became  very  unpopular.  The 
minting  process  was  very  crude,  giving  most  of  the  coins  a very 
rough,  worn  appearance.  On  the  coins  obverse  are  the  letters  E C 
divided  by  a large  V with  an  I above  and  the  date  below.  The  re- 
verse has  a large  1 with  small  crosses  on  both  sides,  below  that  the 
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Tin  Doit

word  DOIT  and  below  that  the  word  JAVA.  This  coin  was  issued  in  2 
years,  1813  and  l8l4.  It  had  a diameter  of  25  mm  and  a weight  of 
5*74  grams.  Due  to  its  unpopularity,  the  issue  was  eventually  melt- 
ed down  and  sold  as  scrap. 


The  Cooper  Doit  was  issued  in  l8ll  and  l8l2.  The  obverse  of  this 
coin  and  the  l/2  and  1 stuiver  pieces  are  very  much  the  same,  having 
the  British  United  East  India  Co.  Balemark,  which  consists  of  a 
heart  divided  into  4 sections.  The  top  section  having  a V,  the 
middle  left  a E,  the  middle  right  a I,  and  the  bottom  a C.  The 
heart  had  a B above  it  with  the  whole  meaning  B(ritish)  U(nited) 
E(ast)  i(ndia)  C(ompany).  Unlike  the  other  coppers,  the  doit  was 
not  marked  with  its  value.  The  reverse  has  a 6 dot  rossete  at  the 
top,  below  that  JAVA,  next  the  date,  and  below  the  date  a Z which 
was  the  initial  of  the  Dutch  mintmaster,  J.  A.  Zwekkert.  The  coins 
are  21-22  mm  in  diameter  and  weigh  almost  3 grams. 


The  l/2  Stuiver  was  issued 
from  l8ll  to  1815  and  except 
for  the  addition  of  the  de- 
nomination, the  design  was 
the  same  as  the  Doit.  The 
value  was  put  on  the  side  of 
the  Balemark  with  l/2  on  one 
side  and  St.  (Stuiver)  on 
the  other.  The  reverse  is 
the  same  as  the  Doit.  This 
coin  is  27  mm  in  diameter 
and  had  a variable  weight, 
from  4 to  6 grams.

The  1 Stuiver  piece  is  the  most  difficult  copper  of  the  set  to  find. 
I8l4  and  1815  were  the  years  of  issue  with  a few  samples  having  the 
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date  l8l2.  This  is  a continuation  of  the  Doit  style  with  the  de- 
nomination being  printed  on  the  obverse  like  the  l/2  Stuiver  - 
1 - Balemark  - i3t.  The  reverse  is  the  same  but  has  a 6-pointed 
star  at  the  top  instead  of  a rossete. 

The  one  gold  and  two  silver  pieces  issued  by  the  British  had  the 
same  legends,  with  the  gold  having  the  Christian  date  at  the  top 
of  the  obverse,  while  the  silvers  have  a 5 -pointed  star.

All  three  coins  have  Malay  script  which  reads: 
"English  Company;  made  at  Sourabaya"  on  the 
obverse  and  "Coin  of  the  English  Company, 
struck  in  the  island  of  Java"  on  the  reverse. 
The  1813  issues  all  had  an  erroneous  date 
in  Arabic  reading  1668  instead  of  1228  (A.H.) 
(see  Silver  Rupee  photo  above).  In  addition, 
the  1813  Gold  Rupee  has  "Sourabaya"  mis- 
spelled. The  following  year's  coins  (l8l4) 
corrected  the  errors.  The  gold  coin  was 
issued  yearly  through  l8l6,  the  silver  rupee  was  issued  yearly 
through  1817  (l8l7  being  after  the  Dutch  assumed  control)  and  the 
silver  l/2  rupee  was  issued  only  in  1813  and  l8l4.  The  gold  rupee 
was  originally  .750  fine  with  a weight  of  8 grams,  a diameter  of 
21.5  mm  and  edge  graining  to  the  right.  The  fineness  was  raised  to 
.833  in  1815  with  the  weight  staying  the  same.  The  silver  rupee 
was  of  .833  fineness  (the  Spanish  Dollar  standard)  and  weighed  a 
little  over  13  grams  and  had  a diameter  of  26-28  mm.  The  l/2  silver 
rupee  was  of  the  same  fineness  (.833)  but  weighed  about  6.5  grams 
and  has  a diameter  of  21-22  mm.

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NOTES  OF  AUSTRIAN  LIRA  - 1st  APRIL  1849 


by  Dr.  Mihaly  Kupa,  Budapest,  Hungary 

After  the  defeat  of  the  Italian  Freedom  War  against  the  Hapsburgs, 
the  Austrian  Empire,  being  continually  short  of  money,  issued  a 
series  of  treasury  notes  in  the  name  of  VIGLIETTO  DEL  TESORO  for 
public  debt  of  inhabitants  of  the  Lombard-Venetian  Kingdom. 


The  notes  were  dated  1st  April  1849  and  signed  in  facsimile  by 
Montecuccoli,  the  plenipotentiary  of  the  Empire.  The  notes  were 
printed  in  Vienna  by  the  K.  K.  Hof-  und  Staatsdruckerei,  Imperial 
and  Royal  Court-  ans  State  Printing  Office,  on  white  watermarked 
paper  with  K K C K letters  (Kaiserliche  Konigliche  Central  Kasse  - 
Imperial  and  Royal  Central  Treasury) . The  small  denominations  of 
5,  10  and  15  Lire  Austriache  were  put  into  circulation  as  non- 
interest bearing,  therefore  their  reverses  are  blank.  The  higher 
denominations  were  interest-bearing  at  the  rate  of  3 Per  cent,  there- 
fore their  reverses  were  supplied  with  an  interest  table. 

The  non-interest-bearing  treasury  notes  were  issued  on  27th  August 
18^9.  Notes  were  put  into  circulation  totalling  70  million  Lire 
Austriache.  These  notes  were  retired  from  circulation  from  1850 
to  1853. 

The  Austrian  Lira  had  a worth  of  20  Kreuzer  conventional  value.

SPECIAL  PAPER  MONEY  OF  THE  BANK  OF  LOMBARD -VENETIAN  1859 
by  Dr.  Mihaly  Kupa,  Budapest,  Hungary 

After  the  withdrawal  of  the  special  paper  money  issued  in  1849  for 
the  incorporated  Kingdom  of  Lombard-Venetian,  the  common  notes  in 
circulation  were  those  of  the  Privilegierte  Oesterreichische  Nation- 
albank  (Privileged  Austrian  National  Bank). 

When  the  war  among  the  Sardinian,  French  and  Austrian  states  was 
declared  in  1859;  Austria  had  no  money  for  warfare,  therefore  the 
Austrian  Finance  Department  again  put  into  circulation  a special 
paper  money.  It  had  a forced  rate  of  exchange  by  both  succursals 
of  the  Monte  Lombardo -Veneto  (Bank  of  Lombard-Venetian)  in  Milano 
and  Verona. 


The  notes  dated  15th  June  1859 
were  signed  in  facsimile  by 
the  local  chief  of  the  Finance 
Department.  They  were  printed 
on  white  watermarked  paper 
with  the  letters  K K C K 
(Kiaserliche  Konigliche  Central 
Kasse  - Imperial  and  Royal 
Central  Treasury)  in  Austrian 
florin  valuations  (Oesterreich- 
ische Wahrung  - Austrian  Value) 
by  the  K.  K.  Hof  - und  Staats- 
druckerei  (imperial  and  Royal 
Court-  and  State  Printing  Office) 
in  Vienna.

Few  libraries  in  this  country 
have  copies  and  they  are  too  valuable  to  be  loaned 
out,  in  most  instances.

This  again  is  a rare  and  expensive  book.  It  remains 
the  most  complete  and  authoritative  work  in  its 
field,  though  many  new  discoveries  and  information 
have  been  made  since  its  original  publication.  These, 
however,  are  scattered  through  innumerable  publi- 
cations, in  various  languages. 

I have  asked  the  editor  to  print  this  list  as  it  is  possible  that 
many  collectors  may  not  be  aware  that  reprints  are  available.  All 
are  rare  and  expensive.  Note  the  substantial  reductions  in  the 
price  of  two  of  them  if  ordered  before  the  end  of  the  year.  In 
some  cases,  club  members  might  want  to  go  together  to  get  copies. 

I do  not  doubt  some  dealers  in  the  U.S.  have  copies  but  these  are 
available  from  the  Austrian  firm  with  whom  I deal  ( MUNDZANDLUNG  LANZ, 
Hauptplatz  14,  Postfach  677>  A-8011.  GRAZ.  Austria.).  They  also 
have  a large  list  of  many  other  very  important  reprints  of  major 
numismatic  works.  Remember  there  will  be  the  cost  of  postage  and 
insurance  to  add.  The  Austrian  schilling  (oS)  fluctuates,  the  last 
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quotation  I saw  was  .05 6 cents.  It  would  be  wise  to  consider  it  at 
.06  cents.  This  would  take  care  of  any  fluctuations,  the  bank  rate, 
and  any  bank  charges.

MAPS 


I do  not  know  how  many  collectors  use  maps,  but  for  collectors  of 
classical,  or  medieval,  coins  - and  particularly  the  latter  - a col- 
lection of  good  maps  in  invaluable.  The  innumerable  small  states  of 
the  Middle  Ages  were  frequently  affected  by  each  others  coinage. 
Consider  the  relationship  of  the  Trebizond  asper,  the  Selcuk  dirham, 
the  Armenian  tram,  the  Bulgarian  groshi,  and  the  Venetian  grosso  by 
way  of  a beginning.  Not  only  do  these  factors  extend  one's  interest 
in,  and  knowledge  of,  the  coins  one  collects,  they  may  also  help  one 
in  trying  to  identify  a totally  unknown  piece  or  type.  Much  medieval 
history  is  uncertain:  national  boundaries  are  even  more  uncertain. 

There  is  not,  in  general,  a great  demand,  so  naturally  such  maps  are 

hard  to  come  by.  The  two  which  I am  reviewing  briefly  in  what  fol- 

lows, I have  been  exceedingly  glad  to  add  to  my  numismatic  library. 

1.  An  Historical  Atlas  of  the  Indian  Peninsula.  C.  Collin  Davies. 
O.U.P.  9 6 pages.  47  maps.  Paperback.  3-1/2  rupees.  Like  most 
Indian  books,  it  is  printed  on  inexpensive  paper  which  makes  the 
volume  cheap,  as  it  was  printed  in  India.  Its  author  is  a histori- 
cal scholar.  He  covers  the  entire  range  of  India's  tremendous  his- 
tory from  India  500  B.C.  to  the  partition  in  1947.  There  are 
physical,  as  well  as  political,  maps  and  the  two  which  show  a)  Aryan 
languages  b)  Non-Aryan,  are  very  useful  to  collectors. 

After  3 pages  of  introduction,  each  map  is  accompanied  by  a page  of 

concise  explanation.  Each  map  is  8"  x 6"  which,  while  small  for  the 

vast  subcontinent,  is  still  large  enough  to  show  well  the  areas  of 
concern.  Nor  is  any  map  covered  by  a multiplicity  of  names  and  de- 
tails such  as  would  tend  to  make  it  largely  unintelligible:  a happy 
result  of  Mr.  Davies'  25  years  teaching  experience.  All  the  main 
eras  of  Indian  history  are  covered  and  the  numismatist  can  see  at  a 
glance,  the  names  of  any  group  whose  coins  he  may  be  collecting. 

One  map,  showing  the  ancient  trade  routes  between  India  and  the  West, 
shows  why  unexpected  coins,  or  types,  seem  to  turn  up  in  the  strang- 
est places.  While  the  last  maps  are  what  one  might  call  "strictly 
political",  and  less  help  to  numismatics,  the  balance  are  invaluable 
and  I have  no  hesitation  in  recommending  this  atlas.  (I  know  Scott 
Semans  has  copies  available.) 

2.  The  Penguin  Atlas  of  Medieval  History.  Colin  McEvedy.  Paper- 

back. 9 6 pages.  4o  maps  ranging  from  the Roman  Empire  in  362  A.D. 
to  Europe  and  the  Eastern  Islamic  World  in  1478  A.D.  Penguin  Books. 
Rupert  Hart  Davis  and  Crowell  Collier.  (U.S.)  $4.95*  U.K.  £1.50. 
First  edition  1961.  1976  Reprint.  There  are  9 pages  of  practical 

introduction,  while  each  map  has  a half  page,  or  more,  of  commen- 
tary. 

The  primary  concern  of  the  maps  is  with  the  history  and  divisions 
of  Europe,  following  the  breakup  of  the  Roman  Empire.  As  a collect- 
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or  of  Islamic  coins,  my  primary  interest  lies  in  the  innumerable 
empires  and  political  divisions  of  the  Islamic  World  during  the  same 
period.  These  maps  have  a detailed  and  first  class  coverage.  They 
are  all  the  more  invaluable  in  that  they  show  clearly  the  relation- 
ship between  the  European  States  on  the  one  side,  and  the  extension 
of  Islams  into  the  Middle  East,  on  the  other.  The  Samanids,  the 
Karkhanids,  the  Khwarizmids,  all  cease  to  be  mere  names  attached  to 
pieces  of  silver  or  gold.  They  are  territorial  areas,  whose  suc- 
cession, the  one  to  the  other,  is  clearly  shown.  In  general,  Herat 
is  the  easternmost  point  to  which  any  of  the  maps  go.  The  author 
stresses  that  the  maps  are  strictly  utilitarian,  and  in  fact  they 
are  just  that.  There  is  also  a short  index.  I only  wish  maps  of 
this  nature  had  been  available  when  I was  at  college.

Up  to  the  time  this  issue  is  ready  to  go  to  press,  we  have  heard  from 
no  more  than  10  members  on  this  subject,  almost  unanimously  opposing 
the  listing  of  these  issues.  Some  even  suggest  we  delete  the  entire 
"new  issue"  listing  as  it  is  available  in  other  worldwide  publications. 

Your  editor  has  taken  the  prerogative  to  come  to  a decision  on  this 
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matter,  but  will  give  the  membership  one  final  chance  to  have  their 
say. 

As,  in  your  editor's  opinion,  the  department  "New  Issues"  would 
appear  to  be  of  the  most  value  to  the  overseas  (non-US)  members  who 
do  not  subscribe  to  the  various  US  commercial  coin  publications 
(where  new  issue  information  is  plentiful),  we  are  again  asking 
these  members  if  they  want  the  section  continued.  The  publication 
of  the  new  issues  will  continue  through  the  February  1977  issue  of 
the  NI  BULLETIN  (including  "Collectors'  Coins"),  but,  if  at  that 
time,  insufficient  response  has  been  received  in  favor  of  continuing 
the  section,  the  entire  "New  Issues"  section  will  be  dropped  from 
the  pages  of  the  NI  BULLETIN.  This  time  schedule  should  allow  our 
non-US  membership  time  to  reply,  keeping  in  mind  that  seamail  to 
many  countries  from  the  US  can  take  as  long  as  2-3  months.  Tne 
March  1977  issue  will  have  a printer  deadline  of  February  5,  1977 
so  comments  must  be  received  prior  to  that  date.
